They were 
responsible for settina up all our scientitic equipment, carried 
into space by ‘protircsa-iy’ Carpo spacecraft, which had 
decked on the 23rd Eebruaiy 1984, with Sulyut-7. Besides 
they also wilibrated ihe equipment for various cxporiinents 
and made all the an:ui;;criients to receive the crcv(^ of 
“Sovuz T-ll” on the 4th April 1984, in which Indian Cos- 
ntonaiit, Squadron Leader Kakesli Sharma was a participant.
